Hube discloses "traversable physical 
path", on col. 2, lines 13-27 and see Abstract teaches print out of a tab stock is used to help the user navigate through a sequence of 
pages of a document. Furthermore, Yoda does disclose "arranging means" on col. 5, lines 33-48 and col. 1 0, line 32 - col. 1 1 , line 4: 
teaches a base document and a series of documents (hyperlinked documents) that are linked to the based document can be inserted 
with pages numbers (physical links) upon printing, in other words, the page numbers are arrranged based upon the linking arrangement of 
the base document and its linked series of documents upon printing.
